englyſhe men, both to lap and do, al that 
they tudgeto be foz noble Englandes ho 
nour, welthe, and ſafetie. J knowe ryght 
well, that the office and parte of all good 
men is, to delyꝛe peace, concoꝛde, and er⸗ 

neſt amitie, betwene nation and nation, 
and pet ik ennemies aſſaute vs, it myght 
well beaccompted extreme madnes, and 
we moze than madde not to auoyde our 
owne ſlaughter, pegthough it were with 
che laughter of many other. God gaue 
A I it not

not the ſwoꝛde vnto kynges onely to pu⸗ 
{  nythe they: ſubiectes, whan they tranſ⸗ 
| reſſe, but to defend them from the vio⸗ 
lente power of thepz ennempes, to kepe 
them from rauen, [pople, and foꝛce of fo⸗ 
reyne powers. Foz, whan the people of 
Iſraell ſought a kynge of god, they laide 
nothynge moze fo2 them, than that they 
mpghte haue oone, vnder whome they 
might kpght, one, by whole policie, wiſe- 
dome, and courage, they mpghte abaſe 
the pzydeof ſuche, as ſhoulde offre them 
wzꝛonge. and that it myght be the ealper 
kkoꝛa kynge to dekende his ſubiectes, god 
cauſed Samuel, to vtter vnto the people 
d kynges power, where amonges manp 
other notable thynges, whiche of pur- 
pole J nowe let paſſe, thus he laythe to 
them. Your kinge ſhal take pour ſonnes, 
and lette them in his chariottes, ſome he 
(hall make hozſemenne, ſome ronners a 
foote by his chariottes, ſome trybunes, 
ſome centuriens, ſome makers of his ar⸗ 
mure,ſome makers of his cartes: ye ſhal 
ſerue hym without grudge. foꝛ cry ve ne⸗ 
uer ſo moche, the loꝛde wol not here pou. 
Cettes _ 
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Certes, it were a great poke fo2 a kynge, 
to be bounde to defend his people, ik they 
were not toyntely bounde to obepe hym. 
But fo2 as moche as all men within the 
teachc and dominion of a pꝛynce, are bp 
goddis wozde commaunded to be obep⸗ 
ſaunt to his heſtes and pleaſure, not on⸗ 
ly fo: feate of punpſhement, but lo2 con⸗ 
ſciences ſake, there is no doubte, but as 
ſubiectes are to be kepte from inturyes, 
peryll, and laughter by theyz kynge, an 
heed pꝛoupdynge foz the reſt of the mem⸗ 
bers: ſo muſte they all be redy, not onelp 
with bodies, but with their goodes allo, - 
to lee their ſouerayne in lauegarde, to ſe 
their countreye defended. We ſee nature 
bath taught the handes, whan a ſtrooke 
is offered vnto the heed, to caſte thpem 
lelfe betwene the ſtroke and the heed, e⸗ 
uen in greatteſt ieoperdies. The arme is 
ofte tymes cut of, where ik it ſtode ſtylle, 
it had not bene touched, the wounde be- 
inge pꝛofered to the heed, And pet, what 
arme is there, but it hadde rather receyue 
a blowe, ye rather be cutte in peces, than 
luffer the blow to go, whither it is ment? 
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Ik mencoulde as well ſee the danger in 
a body politike, as they canine in a bodye 
..naturall we ſhulde lyttell nede any com- 
mandement of god, to obepe, ſerue, and 
loue our rulers. Lyttell nede any exam⸗ 
ples to pꝛouoke vs to fyghte our ſelues, 
and to leaue them in laketie, if we coulde 
perceyue the loſſe that a countrey ſuſtey⸗ 
neth, whan tt loleth a good gouernoute. 
Kpng Dauid, where as his people was 
goinge ageynſte Ablalome and other re⸗ 
belles, ſayd to them, J woll alſo go fozth 
with pou, Noo lp;, laythe the people, pe 
thal not go, fo: whether we fle 02 be ſlain, 
ye (hall euer be able to haue a newe hoſt, - 
pou alone are counted foꝛ.x. M. men. Tt * 
is a pʒincis parte, to ſe that his ſubiectes 
haue capitapnes, vnder whom they may 
ſhewe, what hartes they beare to theyr 
countrep,; what loue they owe to theyꝛ lo⸗ 
uerapgne: A pꝛincis oftyce, to pꝛoupde, 
that the capitaynes haue men wel furntz 
ſhed, welle appopnted, mete to doo their 
teate, And as kinges are bound to ompt 
nothvnge, that they iudge woll lerue fo 
the dekence of their people, (ao is it the 
bounden 
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bounden duetie of all ſubiectes, of what 
degree ſo euer they be to lerue they con⸗ 
treye in luche ſoꝛte, as theyz pꝛynce and 
heed ſhall appoynte them. He that redeth 
- the hyſtozyes of Ethenickes, and leeth, 
what they dyd foz they? countreys lake, 
can not but thynke, that chꝛiſten men Iy- 
tell nede any erhoztation, to ſturre them 
to the defence of theyꝛ countrey. The ex⸗ 
amples of them are lo many, lo wonder- 
ful, that it nothyng els moued vs, ſhams 
me thynke were inoughe to compell men 
of any honeſt nature, not to be loo fatre 
behynde thepm, with whome they wolde 
thynke great ſcoʒne to be compared, Let 
there be nothynge els to inuite vs, to the 
loue of it, beſpde theyꝛ dedes, maye not 
ſhame, if duette be not able. enkozce men 
chuſtened, men pꝛofkeſſynge Chziſtis reli⸗ 
gion, to ſhewe, that they haue lerned as 
moche by Chziſte, as ethenickes and pa⸗ 
gannes toke of naturall influence: what 
they had done what they could, ſpending 
bodyes, goodes, and lyues to, foz thep2 
countreys fake, howe lyttell was the re⸗ 
warde they loked foz? what other thynge 
8 Alt lought. 
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ſottghte they, than honeſte fame, of that 
theyz lo honeſt doingee Plutarche wꝛy⸗ 
teth a ſtraunge ltozye of kynge Midas 
lonne. There was, layth he, in this kin⸗ 
ges realme Phztgta, a great gapynge of 
the erthe, moche water lwellynge out of 
it, hurlynge downe as many houles as 
ſtode any thynge nyghe. Ancurus, the 
kynges lonne, bozne to inherite akter his 
father, a ponge man, marped wonderful 
moche to his contentation, hearynge ck 
luche as toke vpon them to knowe, howe 
goddes ire myght be lentfied and aſi was 
Hed, that this bꝛeache of the erthe wolde 
tlole ageyne ił ſome one lepte into it, An⸗ 
curus J ſape, a frayde, lefte ſome other 
ſhoulde haue pꝛeuented hym, kyſled the 
kynge his father and his wyke, and fozth 
with fell into that gapynge erthe. This 
bꝛeache dyd but lyttell hurte, it had lun; 
kyn but a fewe houſes, and all be it men 
thought it wolde haue lunken moo, pet 
percale it myght haue gone to gether a- 
geyne, though he had kept hym ſelfe out 
of it. Undoubted it myght haue done ſo,

delayes, where greatte peryll axeth pze- 
ſent helpe. His deathe was very certayn, 
and he wonderous vncertayne, whether 
by that his deathe, his countrep ſhuld be 
ryd of daunger oz no. 
( Curtius that noble Romapne, dyd e⸗ 
len vpon lyke occalton. the lpke foz his 
countrepe. If thele men had ben put to 
koꝛbearynge a lyttell money, they; coun- 
trey beinge in ieoperdy, theyz ennempes 
fiſſautinge them, trowe pe, they that thus 
loſte theyz lyues, oʒ rather beſtowed them 
bppon they countreye, wolde haue ſta⸗ 
gard at the gvuynge of a lyttell monepe⸗ 
The Lacedemoniens llewe Ferxres am⸗ 
baſſatour, contrary to the lawe of al nati⸗ 
ons, whiche wol, both in tyme of peace x 
warre,al ambaſſatours to come late and 
go ſate. They were not longe after, very 
loze plagued, with a gret peſtilence, whis 
che they toke as [ct foz that they; vitrage. 
And where as it was thought, the licke- 
nes encrealynge dayely moze and moze, 
that ſome of them, muſte of neceſſitie go 
to Xerres, and there by theyz owne death 
latiſfye foz hym, whom they had 1 
5 i n U 5 
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fully flayne, Spartius and Bultdes, il. 
very welthy citezins, wente thither, and 
there delyꝛed the hangeman, they might 
be truſt vp. Thele me paſled littel of Iyfe, 
where they had but a lelender hope, that 
they2 death myght pꝛokit they; countrey. 
¶ Gaius Marius dzeamed, that if he 
did offer vp his doughter Calphurnia in 
ſacrifice, he ſhuld ouercome the Tpmbzi⸗ 
ens, fyerce and cruell ennempes to his 
countrey. In the moꝛnynge, callyng his 
dꝛeame to mynde, lozy to ſlee his dough- 
ter, ſozyer his countrey ſhulde ſtande in 
icoperdie, he tokeaknyfe, and folowed 
his dꝛeame. Erecteus, a man wonderful 
moche in loue with his dowghter, vpon 
lyke occaſion dyd euen the ſame. But to 
paſle otter manpe an hundzed hyſtozyes, 
wotthy all eternall memozye, J can not 
without moch mp diſp:apyſe, ſuffer noble 
Themiſtocles, to lole his pzayſe. This 
valiant capitapne, not withſtandyng he 


hadde done moze honour to Athens his 


countrey, then did almoſt any other, was 
in ſpyte ot all his memozable victozies, 


ee Athens. vndoubtedly if there 


were 
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were any cauſe that myght make a man 
enemie to his coũtrey, Themiſtocles had | 
ſure a iuſte cauſe, to be vtter ennemie to | 
Athens. He was than exiled, whan there 
were kewe pꝛyncis, fewe nations, vnto 
whom, foz the defence of his countreye, 
he had not done ſome diſpleature , The 
choyſe was ſo euyll, the ſhyftes fo fewe, 
that he was conſtrayned to ſeke fauoure | 
at rerxes hande, kynge of the Perſtans, 
whom he had not longe befoze diſcomfi⸗ 
ted in battaile. which Kerres in loue with 
vertue, taken with noble courage, pea 
thoughe it were in his ennempe, coulde 
not but highly interteyne Themilkockes, {| 
To be ſhoꝛte, there was no man leſſe be⸗ 
holdyng to his countrey than he, no man 
moꝛe bound to Xerres than he was. The 
kynge laye ſoꝛe vpon hym, oft pzayenge 
hym, that he wolde conducte his hoſte a⸗ 
geynſt the vnkynde Atheniens. Themi⸗ 
ſtocles ſtyll refuſed it, and where as the 
kyng wolde make no ende ok entyſpuge 
hym ageynſte his countreye , he neyther 
kyndynge in his harte to do loo, nepther 
iutendynge to decepue a kynge, whome 
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he had founde ſo beneficiall, thoughte it 
aleſſe faute to ridde him lelfe by poplon, 
than to go with an armpe ayenſt his na- 
tiue countrep. 

¶ Cretinus Magneſius, his countrep 
beinge at warre with king Mithzidates, 
gaue his aſſent, that one callid Hermias 
his great ennemp, chulde be capitayne a⸗ 
penſte Mithzidates, pꝛompſpnge by lo⸗ 
lempne pꝛoteſtation, that he wolde in the 
meane ſeaſon banyſhe him ſelke his coun 
trey, leſte there might rple lome tumult & 


- buſynes by their two kactions. But Her⸗ 


mias,knowpnge Cretinus, to be the bet⸗ 
ter capitapn of both, fo? the loue he bare 
to his countrey, gaue that honour to his 
enemie, and after baniſhed hym ſelfe his 
countrep. tyll the warre was at an ende. 
Percaſe the byſhop of Rome is perſwa- 
ded, that men here ar of two ſoꝛtes ſome 


pet remapnynge his true krendes. Rep-z 


nard his man, map put this in his heed. 


But J truſte they bothe be decepued. J 
truſte there be verpe kewe, but they feele 
their knowlege moch enlyghtned, lithes - 


* good "ww with his trumpery and 


baggage 
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baggage departed hens, enfozced to dif- 
patche his wares in ſome other markets 
ok fooles, Fewe J thynke but beynge 
bzought from luche a lozte of errours, in 
tolo many truthes, truthes that ſoo ds 
quiet all troubeled conſciences, but thep 
fynde greate cauſes, to be gladde of the 
chaunge. The way, that was this many 
hundzed peres kept ſhutte, is nowe, god 
and the kynges highnes be thanked, laid 
open. God inltilleth his fayth in to mans 
harte by his appoynted oꝛdynaunce, that 
is by woꝛthy herynge of the goſpell. All 
men, ſayth ſaynt Paule, that cal ryghtip 
bppon the name of god, ſhall be ſaued. 
But howe, lapthe he, can they call vpon 
hym, in whome thep beleue not e Howe 
can they beleue hym, of whom they here 
note how can they here of him if no man 
pꝛeache hym! howe can they pꝛeach hym, 
that are not ſente⸗ ſo that we ſe by this 

radation, the onely waye to the knowe⸗ 
ege of fayth, to the ſtickynge vnto god⸗ 
des pꝛomiſes, is heryng his woꝛde. This

The byſſhop of Rome fo:leinge the da⸗ 
mages that enſue to hym and his, by the 
commpnge fozth of goddis wozd, know- 
ing alſo, howe moche his vantages may 
Daply encreale, it errours be retepned in 
all chziſten kyngedoimes, doth and wolle 
do what he can, to ouerrunne this wape, 
with a peſtyferouſe Boole, that floweth 
out of courſe, that ſeketh apenſt nature, 
to deſtrope the heed, from whens it kyzſte 
dyd ſpꝛynge. The byſſhoppelecth, if we 
walke in this waye longe e muſt walke 
to that ge came fro, that is, to pouertie, 
to pꝛeachynge. to humilitie, and to obep- 
ſaunce. This is it, that wꝛyngeth hym, 
at this he fretteth, foꝛ this he ſturreth all 
theſe coles , They are lyttell acqueynted. 
with the byſhop of Romes pꝛactiſes, that 
thynke, he ſtyzreth pꝛynces apenſte vs, 
fo: any loue oz deſyꝛe he hath to auaunce 
goddis honour. His hole actes declare 
hym to meane al thinge rather than that. 
Who can beleue, he wolde take ſuch pei⸗ 
nes, ſluſteyne ſuche charges, to ſeke oure 
helth and ſafetie, whan he treadeth them 
vnder his kete, at his owne dozes, whiche 
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fapne wolde enter into our religion and 
map not: He hath dwellyng in his owne 
Titie of Rome many, that moche couet to 
be chaſtened, whom he wol in no caſe re⸗ 
teyue, excepte they foꝛſake all they: goo⸗ 
des, and gyue theym hole vnto hym. J 
meane the pooze iewes, whiche are (oo 
' ſpoyled of hym, whan god gyueth them 
his greateſt giftes, faithe and affiaunce, 
that theyz ſynnes ſhall be fozgyuen, that 
it wolde pytie an hethen harte, to ſe his 
tyꝛannp ouer them. If it pleaſe the holye 
gooſte, to call any of theym, to Chzyſtts 
feyth, this good father, ſtarteth betwene 
them, and ſaythe,there is a playne texte, 
excepte a man renounce all that he hath, 
he may not be my dilciple. Js not this a 
good ſhepeherde, that wolle not recepue 
ſhepe, which are ſtrayed from the flocke, 
except they gyue hym money? A tewe foz 
', money, is made a ryght chꝛiſtian. And a 
right chꝛiſtian is taken foꝛ a milſcreaunt, 
foza iewe, fo2 a turke, ik he refule to giue 
A ũ pounde koꝛ that is not wozthe a penpe. 


This good byſhoppeloued vs excedyng 
tenderipe, as longe as we gaue to hym 
frankely

frankely our ſiluer.He gaue vs pardons 
plentuouſly, which bzought vs tar from 
purgatozy, euen the nexte wape to hell: 
but now, that we ſe his chafter is naught 
woꝛthe, and therfoze woll gyue naughte 
fo2 tt, this good father, hathe chaunged 
his affection, and 1s ſo farre in loue with 
oure ſowles, that he wolde with lwerde 
ſeke fo2 thein in our bowels. J wol graũt 
hym foz awhile, we were, as he and his 
are, in crrour, in blyndenes, if he loued 
bs, as ſurely he wolde, if he were our fa- 
ther, as he calleth hym lelfe: if he loued 
bs, wolde he ſeke the diſtruction of oure 
liues, we beinge in an euyl beleke?

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feare of loſſe woll, delpuereth all pꝛinces 
ſubiectes from the bondes, that god hath 
knyt them in, and gyueth them pardon, 
that leue they; deutte,thatbzeake goddts 
commaundemente and ctrſeth all them 
that wol not folowe his malice,and with 
ſtand goddes pleaſure.Peter and Paule 
toke vppon theym a power, and pet they 
graunted it to be cancelled within cer⸗ 
tapne lympttes, they wente not oute of 
they: bondes, they wolde not paſſe theyz 
rayles, but [ayde, they had power to ex- 
hoꝛte men, power to edifie, to reconcyle, 
but no power to ſcatter, to ſpoyle, to dy- 
ſtrope. This good father, is of an other 
ſchole, a ſtudent of Rome, taughte in the 
conſiſtoze of cardinalles, where thoughe 
there be fewe good made, yet, there com⸗ 
meth fewer good thither, but they depart 
as euyll, as they that be theyꝛ reders. It 
is with them a gaye ſchole poynte, with⸗ 
out any dꝛede ot god, to bꝛeake that loue⸗ 
ly bonde, whiche god hath oꝛdeyned and 
ſet in nature, to holde to gether, to pꝛe- 
lerue and meynteyne a thynge in this 
woꝛlo foz mannes welth and laretie moſt | 
nedekull, 
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nedefull, ctuile ozdynaunce, obepſaunce 
of the members to the heed, of the ſubie⸗ 
ctes to their loueraygne.Xvhat thynge is 
moe beneftciall vnto mannes lyfe, than

. Chylderne, This is the fyzſte pꝛecepte of 
the ſeconde table, wherein god ſetteth a 
polycte, and teacheth the wozkes necel⸗ 
ſarye vnto mannes Iyfe , He ſheweth of 
all thynges this to be the fyzſte , that 
ſome tule, andſome obepe , Obedyence 
vndoubtedlp is the knot of all common 
weales, this bzoken, they muſte needes 
runne all heedlonge to bitter deſtruction. 
God woll in any caſe, ſubiectes owe this 
obedience to their rulers, he woll they be 

dettours of this, and neuer to ceale the 
B it papeng 
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payenge of it. He requireth not only ſer- 
uyce of our bodies, to be at oure patncis 
commaundemente, but that our hartes, 
honout and ſerue his hyghnes, with all 
loue and kapth kulnes. Marke howe this 
good Rompſhe vycar,ſlupplieth his ma- 
ſters ore ene [0 of ſynnes, 
to theym that oftende depeſte in this pꝛe⸗ 
cepte : and curleth all theym, that hate 


not goddts commandment. Good cauſe 


he can not haue to do lo, and pet he kno⸗ 
weth, his thꝛyft is paſte, if goddis com⸗

not let by. Who wolde thynke, that god- 
dis vycar, coulde call pzincis , that were 
goinge ayenſt the turke, to tourne their

good belefe, beinge farther in loue with 
turkes, whiche leke nothynge moze than 
the vtter ruyne of Chziſtis faythe , than 
with vs, that reftife with our moneye to 
maintepne his pꝛyde apenſt god and his 
holy woꝛde.

that thus many yeres haue lyen lurkpng 
in celles, kepynge by fozce and crafte the 
place of Chziſtis religyon . Whan euer 
had Englande lo good a caule, to fyghte 
as nowe! wohan euer myght we goo to 
kielde with better hope of vyctozie, than 
nowe ? Were it poſſible, that they ſhulde 
haue better hartes, fyghtynge ayenſt re⸗

Chkynge Jolias, with all godly reue- 
kence, toke Vpon hym the defence of true 
religion, the maintenance ok trewe woz⸗ 
ſhppppnge ok god, he beate downe the 
Idols, he cut do wne their woddes, and 
| diſkroyed theyꝛ hyl aultars. Al pꝛincis a- 
bout hym, fearedhym, none ſo hardy as 
to offer hym battaple, pꝛincis had lerned 
by longe experience, howe lyttel greateſt 
po ber lerueth apenſte them, whome god 
| befendeth, 

| CGzechtas a godly pꝛynce, ok feruente 
; Zeale, ſtyll occupped in clenſpnge his re⸗ 
; alme of tdolatrie, was greuoulelp aſſau- 
ted by a pulant hoſt of Sennacherib the 
emperour of the Illirtans, in loo moche 
that he was required by hym, to yelde bp . 
Hieruſalem. Ezcchtas turned hym from 
| thehelpeof me, to the ayd of god, whom 
! Heentterly beſought, that Sennacherib 
| myght be an example to al empyꝛes and 
| kyngedomes, that the onely god of the 
Mebzewes, was the trewe god. he hadde 

ſtreight comkozte. God laydevnto hym, 

| Senna⸗ 
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Sennacherib ſhall not come in to the cy⸗ 
tie of Hieruſalem, he ſhall caſte no datte 
in to it. cc. The lame nyght the aungell 
of the lozde went in to the Allitians ten- 
tes, and ſlewe aboute an, C. xxx biii. M. 
of them. Thus Sennacherib was fapne 
to retourne home agapne, where pꝛay⸗ 
enge to his Idol, two of his own lonnes 
ſlewe hym.

the Egles eyes, that her heed begynneth 
to ware gyddp, her wynges to carye her, 
ſhe woteth not whither, her clawes, to let 
fall ſuche pꝛayes, as ſhe thought to haue 
bꝛought to her neſte. This wynd our loꝛz⸗ 
des pꝛayſe be it, hath blowen vs oute of 
this cruel Egles reache, we kele no moze 
her ſharpe talendes, which in tyme paſt. 
lo griped our hartes, ſo ſealoned vppon 
our ſoules.

ſynnes: Js not this a lwete bzeathe, that 
our Wynde powreth vVppon vs all ? Be 
not theſe pleaſant blaſtes : This wynde 
is cited to aryſe,cyted by hym that ruleth 
all wyndes, in the.ttit. chapyter of Can- 
tica canticozum . by thele wozdes, Uppe 
thou nozth wynde, blowe vpon my gar⸗ 
deyn, that the ſmeli therof may be caried 
on all tydes, that my derely beloued map 
come thither, and eate of the fruites, that 
gro we therin. Js not our wynde vp, ac⸗ 
coꝛdynge to his call, hath not he wel bla⸗ 
ſted his commiſſion abzode? hath not he 
tolde the Egle of her rauenynge? of her 
ſpoyle and ſlaughter : It he hathe done 
thus, and no pꝛynce but he, why may not 
we thinke, that noble HENRY the VIII, 
is the Lyon, the wpnde oꝛdepned x lente 
by god, to toſſe this wycked tyzaunte of 
Rome, to blowe him out of al chʒiſten re- 
gions : Se pe not, to what honour god

that god hath cholen our kyng, to wozke 
lo noble a feate: God fayth, a Lion ſhall 
teare this tirã tes auctoꝛite in peces. God 
lapth, a wynde ſhal ſhake hym out of his 
cheper: (hall we not thynke, this Lyon, 
this wynde, to be our ſouerapgne, our 
kynge, VYohiche firſte of all pꝛinces, durſt 
take hym by the bolome Wet this yelling 
Egle appꝛoche towarde vs, let her come 
with all Her byzdes about her, let a tray⸗ 
tour cary her ſtandard:doth not god ſay, 
her wynges ſhall be cut, her kyngedome 
ware feble, the Lyon ware ſtronge, and 
laue the reſidue of goddes people, filling 
them full of ioye and comkoꝛt, euen while 
the wozlde endureth. Let vs, let vs ther⸗ 

koꝛe woꝛke luſtely nowe, we ſhall play 
fo2 euer hereafter. Let vs fight this 
one fielde with engiylſhe han- 
des, and englylſhe hartes, 
perpetuall quietnes, 
reſt, peace, 
bictozie, honour, welthe, 
all is owers.
